Hernon. Mr. Commissioner Seamus Murphy, 
Chairman of the City Commissioners, was un- 
avoidably absent.

Dr. Dwyer said—Mr. Mayor of Copenhagen, 
ladies and gentlemen, it is my privilege to 
bid vou welcome to the City of Dublin, and 
to express the hope that what has heen at- 
tempted in our large housing estates will 
meet your approval. During last week the 
Congress of the Institute of Public Health 
was held here, and the interest shown by the 
delegates in the Hosuing and Town-Planning 
Section equalled, if it did not exceed, that 
taken in any other section. I deeply regret 
that you could not have honoured us with 
your presence at the meetings of this section 
of the Congress. 1 know that vou would have 
placed at our disposal the benefits of your 
experience, which would be of yreat interest 
und use to the delegates. j 
There has not vet been a Town-Planning 
Act formulated in this country. “The Legis- 
lature, since the formation of a native Govern- 
ment, naturally has been more than fully 
engaged, and the most enthusiastic of us on 
the subject of town-planving would_ scarcely 
desire hasty or ill-considered legislation on 


the matter. 

_ DUBLIN'S EARLY EXAMPLE. 

This city shows many examples of the 
advisability of judicious planning. The Wide 
Streets Commissioners, appointed and = sub- 


sidised by a native Parliament in the early 
part of the nineteenth century, showed full 
appreciation of the necessities of judicious 
planning, which was not generally recognised 
as pas for a considerable time Jater. The 
wide thoroughíares—0 Conneil street, O’Con- 
nell Bridge, Nassau street and Dame street— 
through which you will be passing are some 
of the examples of their early prudence and 
wisdom. The lay-out and broad roads of our 
suburban areas, planned and constructed at 
the same time, are also examples for some of 
the lessons which the sa meaning are now 
endeavouring to teach, 
I assure you that the members of your 
Association are very welcome. | persosally 
am glad to see persons from the neighbouring 
countries interested in housing with us. To 
them I owe a personal debt of gratitude 
for their unfailing courtesy and the generous 


advice from the fund of their experience 
so generously afforded to me whenever sought. 
The representatives of Denmark have also 
a special claim on our greetings, represent- 
ing, as they do, a nation whose industries, 
people, history and scenery are so similar to 
our own. (Applause.) 

Mr. McCarron, Secretary to the Depart- 
ment of Local Government and Public 


Health, said that the Minister. (Mr. R. Mul- 


cahy) had asked him to come there that 
morning to convey his deep regret that he 
could not attend. The secret was that 
the Minister had gone away for a very 


short holiday, which had been planned for 
a long time, and which the Minister needed 
go much after a long period of hard work. 
When they received the list of delegates who 
were to come from the Garden Cities’ and 
Town Planning Association, they were de- 
lighted to see so many coming from Copen- 
hagen. Having referred to past associa- 
tions between the Danish and Irish peoples, 
Mr. McCarron said that the Danes were 
good planners of ships, and they were good 
planners of towns, and they (in the Free 
State), who had been giving some little 
thought to this question of town-planning, 
knew that a great deal of interest was being 
taken in the subject in Copenhagen. This 
was an ideal place for peopie interested in 
town-planning to come to, because they could 


have perfect rest here—there was not any 
town-planning bere. (Laughter.). But, if it 
was belated, the subject was not being 


neglected ; the immediate duty, however, was 
to eradicate. the slums. 


IRELAND'S BEAUTY SPOTS. 
Councillor A, T. Pike, Secretary of the 
Garden Cities’ and Town-Planning Associa 
tion, returned thanks for the welcome ac- 
corded to the delegates. It was too early 
yet, he said, to give any impressions of 
what they had gathered from Dublin—as 
they had only arrived the previous day— 
but they would, no doubt, receive impres- 
sions of varying characters and varying 
degrees, and these would be recorded in due 
course in that publication called ‘‘ Garden 
Cities and Town Planning.”

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STATE CENSORSHIP 


BILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISHA TIMES 

Sin,—It is well that the Censorship Bill 
should publicly be discussed before it reaches 
the Legislature, so that members may know 
what is the general feeling of the country on 
the subject. Otherwise we may be rushed 
into hasty legislation which we shall have 
cause to regret. We are all censors of litera- 
ture. No one can compel us to read books 
or papers which we dislike. Every parent is 
free to debar from his family circle anything 
which he considers injurious to its faith or 
movals. We can also express our opinions in 
the public Press. Public opinion is the best 
safeguard of morals; but I, personally, 
would strongly resent anyone’s dictating to 
me what I should read or not read. Free- 
dom in this respect I regard as one of my 
most cherished possessions, and what I claim 
for myself 1 am bound to grant to others. 

I have read many attacks upon the alleged 
flood of evil literature which is indundating 
the counirv; but 1 have never come across 
“and details are never given to 
enuble me to judge. Judging by those who 
make the attacks. I strongly suspect. that 
the real objection is not that the literature is 
immoral. but that it is English, We have 
already in Ireland a censorship of games. It 
is forbidden to play a game of cricket, or 
even to look on at one—not because it is 
Objectionable in itself, but because it is 
English. Then we have a censorship of 
women’s dress. I strongly resent the asser- 
tion that any woman of my acquaintance 
dresses immodestly, and I am glad to see 
that thev have the good sense to treat the 
whole thing as a joke. To. the pure all 
things are pure. There are some minds. so 
depraved that they ean find something 
indecent or obscene in almost anything under 
the shining heavets, Such peonle are the 
real danger to innocent youth. and no legisla- 
tion can ston their foul mouths. 

Good, healthy. scientific teaching on the 
fundamental facts of life is the best safe- 
guard for youth against valgar and ohseene 
literature, A well-instructed and cultured 
mind will turn from it in diseust. Tt will die 
a natural death. To call attention to it will 
only advertise it the more. When T was a 
bov at school our classical master told us one 
day that our lesson for the next dav would 
he a certain ode of Horace, ‘‘ omitting the 
first verse.” ‘We all gained the credit of a 
work of supererogation; for we learned that 
verse better than any of the others. Will 
our new censors only permit us to read an 
expurgated edition of the classics and Shake- 
speare? If se, they must consistently go 
farther, and give us a bowdlerised version ol 
the Bible. 

Your eannot separate morals from faith. 
You must logically go on to prohibit litera- 
ture supposed to be dangerous to dogmatic 
theology. Unless the committee of- censor- 
ship is to be altogether a sectarian one, how 
ean it decide this question? Should it give 
civil sanction to the Roman Index of Pro- 
hibited Books ” Even then the- question 
would arise, (uwts cuatodiet cusatodes’? All 
down the history of the Christian Church we 
have innumerable instances in which the 
ecclesiastical authorities have tried their best 
to suppress publications as teaching error 
which are now admitted to have taught 
truth, For two hundred years all books 
vhich taught the Copernican theory of the 
earth’s motion were placed on the Roman 
Index. 

With the rapid advance of scientific know- 
ledge at the present day, it is becoming more 
and more difficult io pronounce that any 
article of religious belief is certainly true or 
certainly false. An essential condition of all 
human progress is freedom of thought, free- 
dom of research and freedom of expression.

Sm,—It is aniusifig to read in your issue 
of to-day the statement which Lieutenant 
Bell, the manager of the U.S.A, “Olympic 
athletic team, is 1eported to have made at 
the international conference of Avnach 
Tailteann—namely, that ‘‘Joie’’ Ray’s*claim 
to have set up a world’s “ record ” when he 
covered the distance between Garlow Cross 
and Croke Park in 2 hrs. 31 mins. 26 2-5 
secs. is “‘completely vindicated '” by the fact 
that a sealed speedometer of a ~motov car 
made the distance between the two points to 


recognised Marathon course of..26 miles $85 
yards.”’

CHEERFUL HOUSING AREAS. 
Those present then left in a motor 
omnibus, the property of the Dublin Tram. 
way Comprny, on a visit of inspection of the 
houses erected in recent years at the northern 
side of the city by the City Commissioners, 
and by the British Government for ex-Ser- 
vicemen. They were accompanied by the 
City Architect, the City Engineer, the Secre 
tary of the Housing Department, the Super- 
intendent of Housing and other officials, 
who had maps and other details available. 
They first visited the Donnelly- Orchard 
area, where there are 84 five-roomed houses, 
with bathrooms, and hot and cold. water. 
These houses are solidly constructed, and 
are very tastefully kept by the occupiers, 
who seem to take a pride in their plots. 
Killester was next visited. Here there are 
247 bungalows, which were built out of a 
grant made by the British Government for 
ex-Service men. These houses, which consist 


with bathroom and hot water, are let at from 
9s. to 12s. 6d. a week, exclusive of taxes. 
The ‘party’ was met by Captain De Lacéy, 
superintendent of the estate, and the members 
were struck by the pretitv houses and the 
very moderate rents, The houses were clean 
and tidy. In one of those visited was a man 
who had lost. both. legs in the Great War. 
Despite this terrible disability, he seemed 
happy and contented in such pleasant sur- 
roundings. 

The Marino and Croydon Park area was 
next, visited. Here a large-sized town has 
come into bewg in a few vears—thanks to the 
energy of the City Commissioners and to the 
operation of Government grants. There are 
in all 1,300 houses, with a population of 
nearly 10,000. The houses are five-roomed, 
with bathrooms and hot and cold water. The 
average rent is 16s. 5d. per week, which 
includes purchase annuity. for a period of 
40 years (when they become the property of 
the tenants), rates, ground rent, insurance, 
and collection charges. Here, again, the 
houses are beautifully kept, and the tenants 
seem to vie with one another in the attention 
given to flowers and vegetables. It might 
here be mentioned’ that a special cup 
offered annually for the best kept area, and 
a special prize-is also given for the best kept 
individual garden. Last year Donnelly’s 
Orchard won the area cup, and Mr. Magrane, 
11 Brien road, Marino, was awarded the prize 
for the best kept garden. 

In Croydon Park there are football and 
tennis pitches, and a children’s playground, 
while at Marino there is a junior foothall 
course.

VALUABLE CONSIGNMENT 
FOR FREE STATE. 

On Saturday last a very important con- 
signment of pedigree cattle, sheep and pigs 
arrived in Waterford for distribution through 
the Free State. Owing to spasmodic out- 
breaks of disease in England of late years, 
lrish breeders were unable to obtain fresh 
blood in their herds, and a decided improve- 
ment should ensue in coming years. Many 
of the stock were from the Royal Show at 
Nottingham. 

The beasts arrived in Waterford on Satur- 
day morning by the Clyde Steamship Com- 
pany’s Ballycotton, and travelled in charge 
of Mr. J. E. Fitzgerald, Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Dublin. They included a shorthorn 
dairy bull, which cost 1,000 guineas, for 
Lord Daresbury, Mount Coote, Kilmallock ; 
three Hereford bulls for Midland breeders, 
three Hereford bulls, two Hereford cows and 
one calf for a County ‘lipperary breeder. 
The sheep included Oxford Downs, Shrop- 
shire, Hampshire, Dorset, horned Southdown, 
Lincoln, Welsh blacks and ‘ryelands. The 
Oxford Down ewes were from the flock of 
Mr. H. Stilgoe, who won the female cham- 
pionship at the Roval Show. A ram from 
Messrs. Hobbs and Davis’ Kilmscott flock 
cost sixty yguimeas, and in the consignment 
calling for special comment were some very 
fine specimens of the, Shropshire’ breed for 
Miss Wilson-Slator abd Colonel Charteris. 
The pigs included twelve boars and twenty 
sows of the large White York breed from 
some Of,the most celebrated herds in Eng- 
land, and many of them were prize winners 
at the Royal Show at Nottingham and cost 
up to 120 yuineas.

The Clerk (Mr. BR. H. Wilson) submitted a 
report of the committee appointed to consider 
matters arising out of an informal conference 
which was heid at the Ministry of Finance 


ro ‘the granting of outdoor relief to 
ab ‘bodied suneans, The report stated :— 
“he committee having fully considered 
all matters discussed with the Ministers of 
Finance, Labour and Home Affairs on Wednes- 
day, 8th August, recommend : That to meet as 
far as Ean cg the wish of the Minister cf 
Finance, the Ministry of Home Affairs be 
approached regarding means whereby the 
Guardians of the City of Belfast can at their 
discretion, without danger of surcharge grant 
relief to persons, being heads of families 
ordinarily resident in the city, who, though 
unable to get a doctor’s certificate of sickness 
or inability to earn their living, are able to 
satisfy the Guardians that they are physically 
or mentally in such a condition that they 
have not a reasonable chance of, and are 
haudicapped in obtaining, employment, be- 
lieving that this will meet the most deserving 
cases of those seeking relief. 
“That the Foard respectfully request the 
Ministry of Home Affairs to suggest the 
means by which this may be given effect to.” 
AN EX-SERVICE MAN’S CASE. 
Mr. J. Wilson (Chairman), in moving the 
adoption of the report, said the wisdom «f 
this suggestion was more impressed on his 
mind than atethe time it was originally men- 
tioned when the informal conference was held. 
He instanced the case of an ex-Service man 
who had been employed for two years, but 
was turned down and refused unemployment 
benefit on the ground that he had not made 
a reasonable effort to get employment. 
In view of the fact, said Mr. Wilson, 
that in not one case but in hundreds of 
cases of which the members of the Outdoor 
Relief Committee were conversant in which 
people had drawn three, four, five, and six 
years’ unemployment benefit, and in other 
cases for the first seven years had been 
constantly in receipt of unemployment 
benefit, grant, or relief job why should a 
man with a record of war service and con- 
sistent work “be turned down with less than 
three years altogether of unemployment 
benefit? 
There were hundreds and hundreds of 
other persons who had been receiving 
benefit for five or six years. Therefore, he 
thought the Guardians should go as far, as 
suggested in the resolution and allow the 
Ministry of Labour to look after the 
distribution of unemployment benefit in such 
a way as there would be no distinctions 
amongst able-bodied persons. He did not see 
how it could be consistently advocated that 
the Belfast Board of Guardians should be 
asked to enforce Section 13. If the Ministry 
said that they should do so he could not see 
how the Ministry could consistently fail to 
enforce that section in other districts in 
Northern Ireland. The County Council of 
Antrim should put Section 13 into force at 
Whitehouse and Whiteabbey. He had no 
hesitation in saying that the distress there 
was greater than in the City of Belfast. How 
could the Government consistently enforce 
Section 13, unless they enforced it all over 
the country? He was more convinced than 
ever that Section 13 should not continue. 
and that they should get the powers that 
they asked for under that resolution. 
REPORT ADOPTED. 
After further discussion, Mr. Haslett 
moved an amendment to the effect that in 
view of the strong representations made to 
the Guardians to give relief as provided for 
under Section 13 that the Board apply for 
the necessary order.

HIDDEN UNDER A BRIDGE IN

A “dump.” containing arms, ammunition 
and books on military training was dis- 
covered at Ryland, about two miles from 
Bunclody, Co. Wexford, on Saturday, by 
Detective Sergeant Kirwan, Detective Officer 
McTernan, Enniscorthy, and Sergeant Austin 
Kenny, Civic Guards, Bunclody.

CIVIC_GUARDS SEE BIRDS 
KILLED. — : 

RINGSIDE CROWD FROM 

FOUR COUNTIES, 


I 


How a sergeant and a party of Civic Guards 
were compelied to spend three-quarters of an 
hour watching a cockfight among the foot- 
hills of the Galtee Mountains, nine miles from 
Tipperary town, was described before District 
Justice ‘roy at Tipperary Court yesterday. 
Seventeen men hailing from the Counties of 
Kerry, Waterford, Leix and Tipperary were 
charged with assisting at the cockfight, which 
took place at Monour, Co. Tipperary, on 6th 
June. Incidentally it transpired that the 
battle was between birds representing Leix 
and Kerry, and that Leix won after two birds 
had been killed and one had an eye knocked 
out. . 
The prosecution was conducted by Superin- 
tendent Keegan, Tipperary, and five solicitors 
appeared for various defendants. : 
rgeant Gerard McQuaid stated that, with 
a party of Civic Guards, he proceeded to 
Ballinard, about foir miles from Tipperary, 
and there found a large number of persons 
assembled. Preparations were being made for 
a cockfight. Several birds were spurred and 
ready for the ring. Witness and the Guards 
dispersed the ies, who then moved off in 
motor cars motor omnibuses. The Guards 
followed them to a place called Monour, five 
miles further on, among the foothills of the 
Galtee Mountains. . 

GUARDS POWERLESS TO ACT. 

When the Guards arrived the fight was in 
progress. and over a hundred persons were 
present. The Guards approached the leaders, 
and warned them that they were breaking 
the law. One of the principals, Thomas 
Cushion, of Maryborough, asked witness if 
the crowd refused to disperse would the 
Guards use force to compel them to do so. 
Witness said that he had not a sufficient 
force of Guards for that purpose. The fight 
then proceeded, and lasted three-quarters of 
an hour. Two of the birds were killed, and 
one had its eye knocked out. 

In answer to Mr. Nolan, Waterford, one 
of the solicitors for the defence, the witness 
stated that Mr. Cushion gave him an assur- 
ance that he would see the fight conducted 
in a ‘‘peaceable’’ manner. and that he 
would see that the parties would disperse 


“I suppose you had a very enjoyable 
three-quarters of an hour?’’ said Mr. Nolan.

nce. 
Guard Cullen corroborated the sergeant’s 
evidence. 

“A DAY'S ENJOYMENT.” 
Paul Caulfield, Waterford, one of the 
defendants, said that while at Clonmel fair 
on the morning in question he heard that 
there was to be a cockfight near Tipperary, 
and he and some others motored there for 
“a day’s enjoyment.’” He added that he 
had no monetary interest in the fight. 

Questioned as to the size of the ring in 
which the birds fought, he said, amidst 
laughter, that it was a ‘‘ Heeney-Tunney ”’ 
ring, and was about sixteen feet wide. 
James Lawler, Maryborough, said that he 
was a carpenter, and had been forty years 
breeding game cocks and following up cock 
fights. The nine cocks that represented Leix 
against Kerry were brought there by him. 
Some of them were his own property, and 
some of them he had “« walked.” 

In answer to his solicitor, Mr. William L. 
Ryan, Tipperary, the witness explained that. 
to “walk ” a cock meant to train and pre- 
pare him for a fight. 
“Cocks,”” he said, “are not like grey- 
hounds or racehorses—they cannot be kept 
together.” 

VALUABLE BIRDS. 
The Justice asked what was the value of 
these fighting cocks. 
The witness said that the value depended 
on the ‘“‘blood”’ and fighting qualities of 
the bird. Some cocks were value for from 
£1 to £25, and even £100. If he had an ex- 
tremely good game bird he would not sell him 
for £500. He denied knowing the owners 
of the Kerry birds, and also the “ handler ”’ 
of the Kerry team. He arranged the main 
with a man named Casey from Kerry, and 
with another man whom “he believed to be 
named Leamy, a publican, living near Tralee, 
who kept greyhounds. 
After hearing further evidence, the de- 
fendants were fined as follows :— 
£5—James Lawler ; 
£3 each—Thomas Cushion, Maryborough, 
and Bryan Cunningham, Ballybricken, Water- 
ford, who, it was alleged, took part in weigh- 
ing the birds. 
£2—Denis Toohey, Mountmellick. 
£1—Matthew Ryan, Limerick Junction; 
Patrick Godfrey, Edward M‘Grath and 
Edward M‘Cormack, Tipperary. 
10s.—Lawrence Cushion, Maryborough, son 
of Thomas Cushion. 
Charges against John Conlon, Tipperary, 
and Joseph Gubbins, Limerick Junction, who 
-were present at Ballinard but not at Monour, 
were dismissed.

Turkey’s Capital. 


Angora, the capital of the new Turkish 
Republic, was an old outpost of the Roman 
Empire. Its selection as the national 
capital by Kemal Pasha is a striking 
illustration of the extent of Roman power 
and of the strength of Roman tradition. 
The walls of a ruined temple at Angora 
still preserve, in Greek and Latin, the 
proud testament of the Emperor Augustus. 
After the Turkish conquest Angora 
became insignificant, and it did not 
recover any importance until it was 
connected with the Bagdad railway. 
Kemal Pasha, in selecting it as his 
capital, may have been influenced also by 
the fact that it was difficult to “get at — 
a useful fact’ during the Greek war of 
1920-1922. The modern Angora is one of 
the least interesting of the world’s capital 
cities. It has no natural attractions; yet 
the energy of one man has endowed it 
with many of the conveniences and some- 
thing of the dignity of a modern capital.

More than three years ago an expedi- been 
tion, consisting of Colonel P. H. Fawcett, to th 
his son, and Mr. Raleigh Rimell, left 
England for the interior of Brazil. There 
are unexplored areas in the basin of the 
Amazon, and Colonel Fawcett hoped that 
he might discover some traces of the 
civilisation of the Incas. The last 
authentic news received about him was at 
the end of May, 1925. Since then the 
reports have been conflicting. A wireless 
report is stated to have been picked up, 
some days ago, at Rio de Janeiro, from 
Commander Dyott, who had organised a 
relief expedition. This message is to the 
effect that Colonel Fawcett and his com- 
panions were killed by a party of Indians 
in July, 1925. It adds that Commander 
Dyott's own party is in a critical 
position—that some of the men are ill, 
and that they have met serious trouble 
from hostile Indians. Although the 
President of the Royal Geographical 
Society refuses to despair, the gravest 
fears are entertained for the safety of 
Colonel Fawcett’s party. The expedition 
‘was organised scientifically, and had the 
approval of the Róyal Geographical 
Society. It was a courageous attempt, 
planned with care, to discover something 
about one of the darkest regions of the 
earth’s surface. In these days we can 
send a letter to South America from 
Europe, by aerial post, in a little more 
than a week, but a great part of Brazil 
remains as unfamiliar to Europeans as it 
was in the time of Christopher Columbus. 
Some of the natives who inhabit the 
Amazon basin are cannibals. Perhaps, at 
a remote age, this region was inhabited 
by the Incas or by some other people 
who attained a comparatively advanced 
civilisation ; and important discoveries 
may be made there.

“Many people have asked us.” said an 
official of the National Union of Students. 
“whether it is advisable to show foreigners 
over our British industries and commercial 
enterprises. These questions, of course. are 
raising the old German spy scare. with which 
we were so familiar before the war. Our 
belief is that nothing is so calculated to 
remove suspicion as international intimacy. 

“The hospitality which we offer students 
from abroad is offered by these foreign 
countries to students from England. Many 
friendships have sprung up between in-

BRITISH EXPLORER’S 
FATE UNKNOWN. 


UNBROKEN SILENCE OF 
THREE YEARS. 


“There may still be a doubt. Even now 
it is not wise to assume that Colonel Fawcett, 
is dead. "' 

Sir Charles Glose, the President of the 
Noval Geographical Society, made this state- 

ment yesterday, in discussing a report re- 
garding the fate of Colonel P. H. Fawcett, 
the British explorer, and his companions in 
the jungles of Brazil. The report is to the 


effect that a. wireless amateur at Rio de 
Janeiro picked up a message from Coin- 
mander G. M. Dyott, head of the relief 


expedition, saying that Colonel Fawcett was 
killed by Indians in 1925, — 

Colonel Fawcett, accompanied by his son 
and a Mr. Raleigh V. Rimell. left England in 
1925 to try to discover the lost cities of the 
Incas, built during a prehistoric civilisation. 
They disappeared in May of that year. 

“The Royal Geographical Society had no 
share in the organisation. of the expedition.” 
Sir Charles Close said,.‘‘ but, like all expedi- 
tions of a serious kind, it had our goodwill. 
Colonel Fawcett’s disappearance we 
have had so many reports of a different char- 
acter that it is not really safe to come to a

“VERY INTREPID.” 
“I knew Colonel Fawcett. a little. He 


was very intrepid. and was quite prepared to 
go anvwhere in the jungle. I do not know 
anvthing about the relief expedition.”’

Colonel Fawcett was a native of Torquay. 

He spent most of his early years at Teign- 
mouth, and both he and his son were 
educated at Newton College. He was always 
adventurous, and he discovered many local 
curiosities of historical interest, among which 
were relics of the Roman age, now in the 
British and Exeter Museums. Colonel Faw- 
cett was the son of the late Captain and Mrs, 
Bovd Fawcett, of Teignmouth. and his sister, 
Mrs. B. M.. Fortescue, still lives at Teign- 
mouth. 

Authoritative reference is made in -the 
February issue of the ‘‘ Geographical Jour- 
nal,’ the organ of the Royal Geographical 
Society, to Colonel P. H. Fawcett. 

“Colonel Faweett,’’ states the ‘‘ Geogra- 
phical Journal.’ “* warned his friends before 
Starting that the: must not be surprised if 
they did not hear from him for two vears or 
more, and thev all like to hope that his long 
absence should he interpreted as an indica- 
tion that he had succeeded in his quest rather 
than that he had failed. They must, how- 
ever, by this time be anxiety for his condi- 
tion. if not for his fate.” 

“From a first attempt in 1920 he was 
compelled,’’ it continues, “ to return by the 
breakdown of his companions—a thing not un- 
usual in those who have tried exploring with 
Colonel Fawcett, who was prepared to travel 
ighter and fare harder than most people 
would consider either possible or proper. He 
returned to England, and busied himself with 
Warnings to friends. 


A NEW ATTEMPT. 
In May, 1924, the Society's Expedition 
Committee, “ having carefully considered a 
detailed memorandum submitted in explana- 
tion of the plan, and heard further particu- 
lars from Colonel Fawcett in person, reported 
to the Council that, in their opinion, the 
propesed expedition was very desirable from 
4 geographical point of view, and the Council 
thereupon decided that it was their duty to 
give the plan their approva] and moral sup- 
port.’ 
The Society bought £100 worth of new 
instruments for Colonel Fawcett, who, with 
his compamons, travelled ria Rio de Janciro 
to the Paraguay, and thence. to Cupaba. From 
Cupaba the leader of the party wrote to the 
Society on March 7 a letter, in which he 
Said: ‘‘ We are here at stepping-off point 
collecting animals or a start into the ferests 
at the beginning of April, when the dry 
Stason may be said to commence.

SMALL CONGREGATIONS. 


Doddinghurst is a scattered village, 
with a few hundred inhabitants, about a 
mile from the main road from Brentwood 
to Chelmsford, and three miles from the 
nearest railway station.

gation and the prevailing apathy in the 
parish, On one o-casion he said in the 
pulpit that it was the wickedest parish 
he had been in. 


A BRILLIANT PREACHER. 

“He was a man of boundless energies 
and remarkable powers. Besides being a 
brilliant preacher, he was willing to do 
any task for the benetit of the parish. 
“The church was in need of cleaning 
and the churchyard was overgrown when 
he first came. He appealed for volunteers 
to remedy this, and himself set the 
example. I have seen him with his coat 
off sweeping out the church and weeding 
the churchyard. 
“He always had a cheery word for 
everyone, however, and would go to any 
trouble to help one of his parishioners. 
His personality had a remarkable effect, 
and the congregations at the church were 
larger during the latter months of his 
rectorship. When he left for his holiday 
we understood that he was going to 
Treland. 


HIS FAVOURITE DOG. 
“Two days before he left we were 
surprised to learn that he had given his 
favourite dog, ‘Imp,’ to the village post- 
man. We could, none of us, understand

She stated that while she was travelling 
between London and Doddinghurst with 
the rector, he suddenly stopped the car at 
Bishop’s Stortford and got out. He then 
said that he was going to Dublin for a 
holiday and disappeared. 

The rector, when he left on July 25th, 
had arranged with the clergyman of an 
adjoining parish to take the services on 
the two Sundays that he would be away. 
On Sunday, August 12th, the congrega- 
tion assembled in the expectation of seeing 
the rector back, but he did not appear, 
and the service was abandoned.

COTTON MILLIONAIRE 
DEAD.

CHAIRMAN OF MESSRS. 
J. AND P. COATS. 

Mr. William Hodge Coats, the chair- 
man of Messrs. J. and P. Coats, Ltd., the 
famous cotton firm, who died at Glasgow 
yesterday, aged 62, was one of the 
wealthiest members of a family which has 
probably provided more millionaires than 
any other family in Great Britain. The 
Coats family is rivalled in wealth only 
by the Wills family, the Bristol tobacco 
magnates. 
He was the son of Mr. Archibald Coats, 
the first chairman of the company, and 
became a director in 1895, and chairman 
in 1922. His only son was killed in the 
war.

EXPLOSION OF PETROL 
TANK.

FOUR PERSONS KILLED. 
Four people—two young women and two 
children—have died of injuries caused by 
the bursting of a motor cycle petrol tank 
in a house at Dunshalt, near Auchter- 
muchty, Fifeshire, last Monday night. 
Robert Lockhart, a moulder, was 
soldering the tank in the kitchen of his 
house when the petrol caught fire and the 
tank exploded. The other persons in the 
kitchen were Robert Lockhart’s wife, his 
daughters—Janet, aged four-and-a-half, 
and Ellen, aged six years—and his sisters, 
Euphemia and Sophia Lockhart. Ali six 
were severely burned, and, after treat- 
ment by a local doctor, they were taken 
to the Royal Infirmary, Perti. 
The two children and Euphemia and 


Sophia Lockhart died during Monday 
night. Mr. and Mrs. Lockhart still are 
seriously ill. 

When the explosion occurred Robert 


Lockhart was almost blinded by smoke 
and flames, and his clothes caught fire. 
He tried to open the door, but, finding 
that the handle had been blown off, he 
broke the window and got out. 
Neighbours hurried to the house, 
smashed in the door and windows, and 
found the Lockharts lying on the floor 
and their clothing on fire. Ambulances 
were called and the injured were taken 
to the infirmary, where the two children 
and Mr. Lockhart’s two sisters died yes- 
terday.

This proposal was the signal for 
shouts between the supporters and oppo- 
nents of the chairman and the Council. 
Lord Banbury called for order, but his 
voice was scarcely heard in the increasing 
din. Women jumped on to chaws, 
hissed and waved their agenda papers 
frantically at the chairman, and men 
shouted to him to leave the chair. 


“GET OUT, LORD BANBURY.” 
Mr. Hubert Stephens, who seconded the 
resolution, repeatedly said to Lord Ban- 
bury: “ You cannot remain in the chair. 
You cannot do it. You have not been 
elected.’’ 
Lord Banbury said sharply: “ I shall 
not put that question. I am not going to 
leave.”’ 
This was received with further shouts 
and cries of “ Get out, Lord Banbury.’’ 
When Mr. Stephens put the resolution 
a sea of hands went up. There were cries 
of ‘‘ Carried,’’ and, to Lord Banbury, 
“ Sit down, will you?”’ 
The chairman stood surveying those 
present. A long line of people, fashion- 
ably-dressed women and men, formed up 


Lord Banbury down when he picked up a 
typewritten paper and attempted to read 
it. For several minutes his lips could 
be seen moving, but not a word could be 
heard of his speech. 


BANBURY CROSS. 
Mr. Grain went on to the platform and 
stood behind Lord Banbury’s chair. 
Turning sharply round, the chairman 
exclaimed: ‘‘ Who the hell are you, sir! 
Get out of the way.” 
There were loud cries of ‘‘ Shame!’ 
“ A disgraceful thing to say.” 
One woman called out :. “” How dare you 
use the word ‘ hell’ when ladies are pre- 
sent? You ought to be ashamed of 
yourself.’’ ~ 
Another woman exclaimed: “ Look at 
him. Look at the man who uses the 
word ‘ hell.’ ”’ 
After some minutes, during which the 
noise continued, Lord Banbury laid down 
the document, which he had apparently

The 
next day the same man appeared at the 
Nuremberg branch of the bank, and de- 
manded £1,500 on the same letter of 
credit. He presented a passport in the 
name of Ivano Alessi, as proof of identity, 
but, becoming alarmed at the absence of 
the bank official who was examining the 
letter of credit, fled without waiting either 
for the money or his passport. 

The same day another member of the 
cang drew 1,500 dollars from the Dresdner 
Bank in Munich on a Mexican letter of 
credit, which appeared to be in perfect 
order. 


A COURT JEWELLER. 

Alessi was arrested a few days ago in an 
Italian restaurant in Berlin, and was 
found to be a man named J,uigi Milani, 
who is wanted by the Italian police for 
fraud and forgery, while a second man, 
arrested at Frankfurt, is Ugo Marchesini, 
aged sixty-five, at one time court .jeweller 
in Rome. 

It was also discovered by the police that 
Marseilles was the headquarters of the 
gang, and the police of that city have 
arrested a third man, Alfredo Palmeri, 
and are searching for five other members 
of the same family.

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NEW FRENCH COINS. 


SEVENTY-FIVE ARTISTS AT 
WORK. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

France is preparing for a new gold and 
silver currency which will not, however, 
be issued until next year. Seventy-five 
artists are at work on plaster models of 
the new coins, designs for which must be 
submitted on September 4th to a jury of 
artists. The coins which it is propose 
te issue are hundred-frane pieces in Joli 
and pieces of ten and twenty francs in 
silver. A jury of eleven members will 
select three designs for silver coins, 
Specimens of each of these designs will 
be struck by the Mint, and the Minister 
of Finance will then select one of each 
which will be coined. 

It. is provided that the new coms must 
bear on one face the head of the 
Marrianne, the symbol of the Republic, 
this head to. be turned toward the left 
in the case of gold coins. They must also 
be so shaped that the edges are slightly 
thicker than the highest point of the- 
images stamped upon them, the object’ 
being to prevent the designs from hecoin- 
ing defaced. When once the designs 
have been selected the Mint will begin 
striking the coins at the rate of about 
four tons of new money per day. The 
metal will consist to a large extent of old 
yold and silver coins which, after being 
noarded for years by people who had more 
faith in metal than in paper money, were 
called in and now lie at the Mint. 

Some idea of the extent to which coins 
have been hoarded may be gained from 
the fact that within two weeks the Mint 
received seven hundred thousand francs 
in silver money which disappeared from 
circulation during the war.

RIGA, Tuesday. 

Confronted with the problem of financing 
foreign branches of the Communist Inter- 
national for carrying on Communist. propa- 
ganda for revolutions and class warfare 
abroad, the Soviet Government has decided 
to make another levy upon the fabled wealth 
of the Russian Orthodox Church. This 
decision is due to the unanimous demand 
of the many-coloured delegates now attending 
the sixth congress of the Communist Inter- 
national at Moscow for increased subsidies 
for their work abroad. Requests from the 
European delegates for cash were squelched 
a few days ago, but as one of the chief 
points in the discussions at the congress was 
the revolutionary possibilities in Colonial 
countries, the delegates from India, Egypt, 
South Africa, and also China and uth 
America, who consider themselves as being 
exploited by world capitalists, have been 
making insistent demands for Soviet gold 
roubles. So the Government has assigned 
certain Cheka*detachments to the work of 
collecting more money and valuables from 
the churches, and the work will be carried 
on under the direction of the Government 
Fund Commission, which is really the official 
Bolshevik treasure-hunting department. 

The Commission has ransacked the palaces 
of the Grand Dukes and other Russian nobles 
for hidden cachés of treasure, and as far 
back as 1921 it began to confiscate the wealth 
of the churches. Under the supposition that 
the priests hid much treasure in and around 
the church buildings, the Cheka detachments 
have been assigned to search once more the 
cathedrals, ‘convents, monasteries, and 
churches, in whose possession, the Govern- 
ment believes, still remain enormous sums 
of money, golden religious objects, and 
precious jewels. 

As 'a preface to this campaign, archbishops, 
bishops, and other higher clergy have been 
confined by the Cheka in cells for cross- 
examination. 

COLONIAL VIEWS. 

During the past week the Communist Inter- 
national has been hearing reports of the dele- 
gates from colonial countries. The Hindu 
delegate, Naraijan, declared that the greatest 
obstacles to revolution in India were the 
incréasing investments of capital in his 
country, which improved the conditions of 
the workers and also strengthened Britain’s 
prestige amongst the intelligent classes. 

In order to increase the speed of the 
approaching revolution, delegate Naraljan 
asked for a larger appropriation of money 
to consolidate the various revolutionary 
movements in India into a whole. The 
Egyptian delegate, as at the last Congress, 
niekded for more money to convert the 
Nationalist movement into a big organisation 
for class warfare. 

Whilst the Palestine delegate demanded 
that the Soviet Government should stop 
supporting the Nationalist movements in 
Palestine, Egypt, and Near Eastern coun- 
tries, and give the money instead to organise 
the revolutionary elements in these coun- 
tries into a single body. 

The Chinese delegates again requested 
more funds in support of the revolutionary 
movement in China, and the South American 
delegate pleaded for cash, promising to con- 
solidate all the revolutionary e:ements 'n 
South America, and stage successful revolts 
and organise a union of Socialistic South 
American States which would soon have the 
capitalistic United States on her knees. 

The South American’ delegate declared that 
the Communist slogans: ‘‘Rob the Land- 
owners’ and “ Nationalise the Banks,’’ were 
popular amongst the Latin-American pro- 
letariat, and-fresh subsidies were needed to 
hasten the outbreak of class warfare, which 
would turn South America ‘‘ Red.”’ 

Even the American delegate asked for 
funds to create a negro Soviet Republic, re 
porting that American workers were heartily 
supporting the negroes in their efforts to ob- 
tain independence.

It recapitulates the history of the subject 
of naval disarmaments, beginning from. the 
Washington Conference, and lays stress on the 
fact that it ie inaccurate to speak of secret 
clauses, since there has been no signed con- 
vention. 

Describing the divergencies between the two 
countries, it dwells on France’s need for 
small, low-powered submarines, for the special 
ban of maintaining communication with 

orth Africa, and also for light cruisers, with 
purely defensive armament, for similar 
purposes, while at the same time mentioning 
England’s contention that euch craft, when 
armed for offence, ought to be subject to 
limitation, 

It concludes by explaining that the agree- 
ment is meant to serve as a basis for the 
settlement of the whole disarmament problem.

BARONESS SUSPENDED FROM 


PLAY. 


The Baroness Paula Von Reznicek, who 
holds third rank in Germany’s hierarchy of 
tennis players, has been suspended for six 
weeks by the German Tennis Union for 
giving a box on the ears of Frau Aussem, 
mother of Cilly Aussem, Germany’s first 
champion on the tennis courts at Hamburg. 

The tennis club at Cologne, Cilly Aussem’s 
native city, has replied by ds Éin her 
mother, not for six weeks, but for ever. 

Baroness Von Reznicek gave the Berlin 
Correspondent of the Evening News yester- 
day the following story: of the quarrel :— 

“Of course, I ought not to lave boxed 
the ears of Cilly Aussem’s mother publicly on 
the court at Hamburg,” she said. ‘‘I had 
to box her ears somewhere, and really I 
could not be expected to follow her round 
Germany just fór that.’’’ 

“Why had you got to box her ears?’’ I 
asked. 

‘‘Because she had made a very grave 
charge against. me, and had refused to with- 
draw it,” replied the Baroness. “ Apart 
from that we have got to clear the’ tennis 
courts of interfering mothers. Frau Aussem 
dotes on her daughter, who is a very nice 
girl, and she is furious when she is beaten. 

“I happened to beat her twice, first at 
Nice for the championship of the South of 
France, where I won 6-2, 6-3. Frau 
Aussem is an hysterical person,and she came 
into the pavilion, where there were about 
100 people, mostly foreigners, after the de- 
feat of her daughter, and shouted out before 
everybody that the German players were a 
pack of pigs. After all, she and her 
daughter are Germans. 

“The second time that T beat Fraulein 
Aussem was ‘at Bréslau—6-2 and 6-1. “That 
Inade matters “worse, and Frau Aussem 


| accused me of hypnotising her daughter,

‘THIRD PARTY INSURANCE FOR 
BEE-KEEPERS. 


That beekeeping is not all honey is made 
lain by the decision of the Pinner Bee- 
eepers Association to insure its members 
against third-party risks... Much has been 
done to breed better bees, which will produce 
more honey, but a really satisfactory sting- 
less bee has not been evolved, so the bee- 
keepers say. In that lies the main drawback 
of beekeeping. A member of the Surrey 
Beekeepers’ Association, who discussed the 
problem with a Press representative, ex- 
plained that the majority of Beekeepers’ As- 
sociations insured their members. 

“ For about sixpence a year beekeepers are 
insured against claims for stings up to £100,” 
he said. ‘ Actually, the third-party risks are 
very slight, for bees do not attack people 
unless they are interfered with. The chief 
danger is when a beehive is near the road; 
then, during hot weather, one sometimes 


“ÁÍ hears. of horses being fatally stung. A per- 


spiring horse, for some reason or other, 
drives. bees .to,.a drenzy of rage, and they 
will attack the animal in swarms. Even then, 
it is more shock than poison that kills the 
animal.”’

Four persons are known to have been 
killed and more than two score injured by 
a tornado which swept over Minnesota 
yesterday. The path of the tornado was 
marked by wholesale destruction of pro- 
perty, and the damage may run as high 
as a million dollars (about £200,000). 
_ The storm swept through two counties 
in the extreme south of the State before 
whipping across the border into Iowa. 

The amount of the damage is uncertain 
because of the difficulty of making a 
thorough check in the stricken area, dark- 
ness having fallen immediately after the 
tornado had passed. 

The roads are in many parts impassable 
because of the débris strewn over them. 


FOURTEEN MEN DROWNED.

Fourteen members of the crew of the 
steamer William A. McKenny were swept 
overboard and lost in a storm off Cali- 
fornia on the 8th of this month. 

The steamer crawled ifto port here 
to-day badly battered, and with barely 
enough able seamen to manceuvre her. 

The survivors told how the vessel ran 
into a hurricane and safely negotiated it, 
but when the men came on deck to re- 
arrange the shifted cargo a great wave 
suddenly swept over the ship carrying the 
fourteen poor fellows to their death.

200 DEAD: 1,000 INJURED: 
10,000 HOMELESS.

PORT AU PRINCE, Monday. 

The nava]. tug Woodcock, upon return- 
ing from the scene of the hurricane, re- 
ports that a survey supported the belief 
that 200 lives had been lost, and at least 
1,000 people had been injured, and that 
10,080 had been rendered homeless, while 
the coffee and banana crops were badly 
damaged. 

It is estimated that the hurricane de- 
vastated an area of approximately 1,400 
square miles. 

It is reported that a slight earthquake 
shock was felt in the town of St. Louis at 
3 p.m. on August 10th, after which the 
hurricane struck the coast with such 
violence in one place that fishing smacks 
were carried inland a distance of from 200 
to 300 yards.

WATERMEN ADRIFT IN THE 


CHANNEL. 


After being helplessly adrift in the 
English Channel since Sunday, four East- 
bourne watermen were rescued by lifeboat- 
men and brought to Southend yesterday. 
The rescued were: Stanley Smith (37), 
Herbert Richardson (26),, Albert Wood 
(28), and Henry Bonniface (42). 

In two Eastbourne motor boats—Sussex 
Queen and Sussex Maid they were towing 
three old barges from Portsmouth to 
Fulham. Between Newhaven and Sheer- 
ness, on Sunday, they were overtaken by 
the storm, and the tow ropes became en- 
tangled in the propellers of the motor 
boats, which were rendered helpless. 

Distress signals were hoisted, but the 
men’s plight was not observed until late 
last night, when they were drifting 
towards the Nore lightship. Rockets were 
sent up and, after a three hours’ search, 
Southend lifeboatmen secured the drifting 
boats and brought them with the four 
men safely to Southend. 

ON THE ROCKS IN A FOG. 

The Middlesbrough steamer Monaleen 
ran on the rocks in a fog at Alnmouth, 
on the Northumberland coast, early 
yesterday, 

The captain and crew of ten took to 
the boats after sending up distress 
signals, including the burning of bedding 
for flares, and were picked up at 5.30. by 
a tug and taken to Amble* 

The vessel was bound from Hamburg to 
the Tyne. 

SOLENT RESCUE SCENE. 

A motor passenger packet, The 
Desiree, running between Southampton, 
Lee-on-Solent, and Cowes, was blown 
ashore on Monday at Lee-on-Solent during 
a strong north-westerly breeze and in a 
rough sea, The four passengers aboard 
were got ashore without injury.

RESCUE IN THAMES 
ESTUARY. 


A London doctor and his brother, whose 
yacht went aground in last Monday’s 
gale on a sandbank in the Thames 
“stuary, were rescued by the crew of the 
Trinity House steamer Alert, after spend- 
ing three hours in great peril with hig 
seas breaking over them. 4 

Dr. W. T. Birkenshaw, of King’s Bench 
Walk, London, his wife, and his brother, 
Mr. W. Birkenshaw, of Birmingham 
University, were on a yachting cruise in 
the six-ton yacht Kestrel, and had made 
their way to Burnham-on-Crouch. There 
Mrs. Birkenshaw left the vessel. Early 
on .Monday morning the brothers set off 
for Southend. 

“We met very bad weather,” Dr. 
Birkenshaw told a Press Association repre- 
sentative yesterday, ‘‘ with a strong wind, 
We decided to make for the Swin Middle 
lightship, unaware that this had been 
removed four weeks ago, but, unfortunately, 
we mistook the Barrow lightship for it. 
As a result we plunged straight on to the 
Barrow Sands, and in a few minutes the 
yacht was being pounded by the waves. 
Big seas broke over us. The dinghy filled 
and was smashed. Everything on deck 
was carried away and the cabin was 
flooded. We hoisted the Red Ensign ‘up- 
side down as a signal of distress, and saw 
several boats in the distance, but appa- 
rently they did not see us or had not tne 
means to reach us. Things were getting 
serious when our signal was seen by the 
Alert, the Trinity House ship, which stood 
by for two hours. She ‘could not get 
within two and a half miles of us. 

‘‘ After a time we saw the jolly boat 
coming towards us, the crew waving life- 
belts. They had great difficulty owing 
to the sand, and half-way they got stuck 
Then to our dismay they turned back. 
It was, however, only to return in another 
direction, and in an hour they reached 
the yacht and took us off to the Alert.”’ 

Dr. Birkenshaw and his brother reached 
the Alert exhausted from their buffeting 
and lack of food. . The Kestrel was subse- 
quently got off the sand kmnk and towed 
into Southend.

BIG FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 

At the meeting of the Tyrone Roads Com- 
mittee yesterday, Colonel R. J. Howard, 
J.P. (Chairman), presiding, Mr. M. Lynch 
urged a faster and bigger scheme of road 
improvement, stating that it was generally 
admitted that County Tyrone was greatly 
behind other’ counties in this respect.

BUDGET PLANS. 


NO INCREASE OF TAXES: 
NEED FOR ECONOMY. 
oe 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

A preliminary statement regarding M. 
Poincaré’s 1929 Budget, which he will in- 
troduce in Parliament shortly, is made 
to-day. 

M. Poincaré lays special stress on the 
importance attached by the Government 
to the vigorous balancing of the Budget, 
and affirms that it would be dangerous to 
believe that all danger is passed, and that 
there is no further need for economy. 

The Budget does not contain any in- 
crease in taxation, and will be balanced on 
the understanding that a thousand million 
francs will be received from the Dawes 
annual payments. The _ preliminary 
estimates proposals sent in by the public 
administrations would, it is stated, have 
resulted in a deficit of six thousand million 
francs. The Government, therefore, imme- 
diately cut down the estimates, including 
even those for national defence. 

On the other hand, it increased the 
credits for the development of all branches 
of aviation, agriculture, industry and 
public works. 

The Budget provides for a readjustment 
of pensions and salaries, and a relief of 
small taxpayers, etc. 

M. Poincaré also expresses the hope that 
if Parliament continues the policy of 
financial prudence, which it has pursued 
up to the present, the new Budget will 
inaugurate an era of recovery. 

The statement declares that the various 
departments concerned in nationa] defence 
demanded a tota] increase in expenditure 
of over four milliard francs, as compared 
with the 1928 Budget. 

FINANCES AND DEFENCE. 

M. Poincaré reduced this figure to one 
milliard in his estimates for 1929, 
although this reduction is merely a 
temporary adjournment. In this connec-

MOTHER’S COURAGEOUS 
ACT. 
SE A cceic as 
CHILD SAVED AT EXPENSE OF 
HER SON. 


An inquest was held in Londonderry 
yesterday on the body of Patrick O'Hagan, 
aegd three years, who was drowned in the 
Collen river, while his mother was rescuing 
another child named John White. 

The stream at ordinary times is only a 
couple of feet wide. It was so swollen by 
recent rain that at the point where the 
accident occurred it measured about twenty 
feet across. 

Evidence of identification was civen 
yesterday by Joseph O'Hagan, father of the 
child. 

Mrs. O'Hagan, mother of the child, said 
that she was down at the burn the previous 
afternoon where the children were playing. 
Patrick O’Hagan was amongst them. She 
had him by the hand. Some children called 
out that Johnny White was in the water, 
and when she looked she saw him. being 
carried around helplessly in a deep hole in 
the middle of the burn. She let go her own 
child’s hand, .thinking that all she had to 
do was to put in her foot and save him. 
When she put in her foot. however. she was 
in a deep hole. She caught hold of Johnny 
White, but the strength of the stream was 
too much for her. She could not leave 
him to drown, however, and went 
on after him, forgetting about her own 
child at the bank. The current carried them 
down the stream until she caught hold of a 
bush and pulled Johnny White and herself 
up to the railway Tine. When she got up to 
the bank her own boy was not to be seen, 
and when she asked where he was another 
hoy said, “ He's in the water.” She never 
heard his voice or saw his face afterwards. 

Kevin Robbett, aged twelve years, said 
that the boy’s (Patrick O’Hagan’s) body had 
been carried 400 yards down the stream when 
he recovered it. It showed no sign of life. 

Police evidence was given to the effect that 
artificial respiration had been tried for an 
hour without avail. 

Dr. Crosbie stated that the cause of the 
child’s death was drowning. 

The Coroner said that Mrs. O’Hagan had 
performed a heroic deed in saving the life 
of the boy who had fallen into deep water. 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
drowning, and congratulated Mrs. O’ Hagan 
on her courageous act. 


YOUNG PERSONS IN 
BAKERY TRADE. 


ALLEGATIONS AT BRITISH 
CONFERENCE. 


One of the most interesting delegates to the 
eighteenth annual conference of the Amalga- 
mated Union of Operative Bakers and. Con- 
fectioners, which concluded yesterday at Car- 
diff, was Miss E. G. Edmondson, of Man- 
chester, the only woman delegate among fifty 
men. She arrived with a number of resolu- 
tions concerning the welfare of juvenile and 
women workers in the bakery trade, which 
she moved on behalf of the women of Man- 
chester, whom she represented. i 

Miss Edmondson holds a responsible posi- 
tion in a large Manchester bakery, and works 
as a skilled baker and confectioner side by 
side with male colleagues, 

During a discussion on new scales of con- 
tributions for young persons and women. a 
Manchester delegate emphasised the immert- 
ance of bringing into membership of the 
Union all young people over the age of 
fourteen, because of what he termed “ the 
shameful manner in which employers com- 
pelled them to work as many as fourteen 
hours a day.” : 

“We have had to put inspectors on the 
track of some of these bakeries,’’ he said, 
“and in one case the employer got to hear 
of it, and when the inspector arrived he 
pushed the children through the window.”

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INCREASING BIRTH-RATE

THE FIGURES FOR GREAT 
BRITAIN. 


A big increase in the number of births 
and a substaptial decrease in infantile 
mortality are features of the Registrar- 
Generals report for England and Wales fo 
the quarter ended June 20 last, which was 
issued yesterday. 

The live births registered in the second 
quarter of 1928 numbered 171,241, and were 
3,142 more than in the preceding quarter, 
and 161 above the number recorded in the 
corresponding quarter of 1927. This was the 
first »ccasion since 1920 that the births in the 
second quarter of the year had shown an 
increase wher compared with the number 
registered in the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. 

“This arrest in the rate of decline of the 
birth-rate may, however, be due in some 
measure to the increase in the number <f 
marriages solemnised in the year 1927,” the 
report says. ‘‘Of these births 86,928 were 
males and 84,313 females, a proportion of 
1,031 males to 1,000 females.”’ 

The hirth-rate was 17.5 per thousand of 
the estimated mid-year population for 1927, 
and is equal to that recorded in the corre- 
sponding quarter for 1927. 

FEWER DEATHS. 

The deaths, including still-births, registered 
numbered 114,748, and were 21,567 less than 
in the preceding quarter, but 7,140 more than 
in the corresponding quarter of 1927. Thoy 
correspond to a provisional annual rate :f 
11.7 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The general death-rate was 0.7 per 1. 
above that recorded during the corresponding 
quarter of last year. 

Influenza was stated to be either a primary 
oc contributory cause of death in 2,103 cases, 
or 1.83 per cent. of the total deaths. 
Measured by the proportion of deaths of 
infants under one year of age to births regis- 
tered the infant mortality was equal to 00 


per 1,000. This rate was 12 per 1,000 below 


the average of the ten preceding second 
quarters. Kighteen deaths had been pro- 


vistonall y classihed to small Dox. 


The natural increase of population n 
England and Wales for the quarter under 
review, by EXcess of births ovel de iths. Was 
56,495, as against 73.646, 67.523 and 635.472 
in the second quarters ol 1925, 1926 and 1927. 

THE MARRIAGES. 

The number of persons married in the first 
quarter of 1928 in England and Wales. was 
90,414. a decrease of 76,252 over th: number 
in the preceding quarter and 5,296 less than 
that in the corresponding quarter of 1927. 
The number corresponds te an anual rate 
of 9.3 per r.000 of the estimated mid-veat 
population, and was 0.6 less than that 
recorded in the corresponding quarter of 1927 

In Great Britain and Northern Ireland 


196,155 births and 147,016 deaths were regis- 
tered in the three months ended December 
ól. 1927. The natural increase in population 
was, therefore, 49.119. The number of persons 
married was 192.980.

Handball Commission appointed by 
The Hague Congress of the Escstiticnal 
Amateur Athletic Federation in 1926 con- 
cluded its work at Amsterdam during the 
Olympic Games, when, after several days in 
session, its final report was received and 
adopted by the 1.A.A.F, Congress on August 
6th last.
